THE MANAGEMENT OF THE 
TUNG WAH HOSPITAL. 


ne 
The following report of the discusston which 
took place at yesterday's meeting of the Sanitary 
Board with reference to the proposed supervision 
of the Tung Wah Hospital will, in view of the 
policy porsued by the Directors of that inatita- 
tion since the outbreak of plague tn the Colony, 
be read with interest :— ‘ 


The Committee appointed to enquire into the 

question of mortality statittles reported as 
follows :— Bond i 

We beg to report for the Information of the 
Board that we have considered the question of 
mortality statistics referred to us as a sub-Com- 
mittee. After careful enquiry we are of opinion 
that the only way tolmprove the present mortality 
atatlatics is to have the reports of deaths occurring 
{n the Tang Weh Hospital. and amongst the 
Chinese community generally accompanied by 
certificates from either a European doctor or a 
Chinese doctor trained inWestero medicalsclence. 

As regarde the Tung Wab Hospital, to which 
inetitution almost as many people go to die as to 
be cured, and where a large proportion of the 
total annual mortality of the Chinese occurs (last 
year out of a total of 5 422 deaths 1,231 deaths 
occurred at the Tung Wah Hospital) we strongly 
recommend that steps should be taken to have 
the reports of the deaths which occur In it 
accompanied by a proper medical certificate, 

As to the Chinese community generally, In 
view of the strong aversion to Western medical 
aclence shewn by it, the difficalttes of obtaining 
cerlificates will be great. We are of opinion, 
| however, that In order to help to overcome, at 
aby rate lo some extent, that aversion and those 
difficabier, there should be opened in various 
dimricts dispensaties under the control of native 
doctors trained jn Western medical sclence, 
where druga shoald be issued and medical advice 
given free of cost and that such doctors should be 
specially entrusted with the duty of ascertaining, 
where practicable, the causes of deaths occurring 
among the Chinese !n each district, ‘

Correspondence was silll going 
onwith the Government [n respect to. the 
dispensaries.. With regard to the reglstratlon” 
ofdeaths he’ had proposed that before the 
Government entered upon any large expenditure 
It should appoint some young Chinese surgeons 
who had all thelr work cut out for them to do 
this work, and that they stiould be stationed at 
different points of the town, 

The President~You agree with the recom- 
‘mendations of the report ? . 

Mr. Francis thought lt might be useful to add 
for the information of the Board that certain 
proposal had béen made through the Chinese 
College of Medicine, which would involve the 
establishment of three or more dispensaries 
throoghout the clty under the-entlre control and 
management of the College of Medicine, each 
to be in charge of a qualified Chinese practitioner, 
who would al-o be under the entire control. of 


the College, the Government contributing to.the |’ 


College a certain amount per annum to go towards 
the cost of malntatolog these {nsihations. These 
would be free dispensaries for the paorer classes 
fn the nelghbourhood, and each practiloner 
would practically be. Registrar: of deaths and 
births, vaccloating cfficer, etc, The- Chinese 
College of Medicine was very much Interested in 
the anbject and had taken it up extensively, and 
the Government bad already made offers of a 
certain. amount .which would not be quite 
sufficient, anu application had been made 
for a larger sum. Quite spart from the 
mere question of statistics 1t was important that 
some qualified man, European for choice, 
although that would be too, expenalve, should 
take charge of the Tung Wab and keep ‘a close 
eye on the cases that went {0 and report the 
nature of the diserses and causes ‘of death, for 
they all knew that Io a great many cases the 
bodles of persons who had died in the clty were 
sent to the Hospital for burial, He proposed 
that the report be forwarded to'the Government 
with, strong recommendation ia its favour. 
The President pointed out that the recom- 
mendations regarding the Tung Wab- Hospital 
were very vague, He was quiie of Mr. Francis! 
opinfon that quite spart from the matter of 
statlstics it was high time something was done 
not orly to refoym bat té bring ft under some

Colonial Surgeon was the officer authorised 
by law to perform: that duty; he had 
so: many duties‘ that he could not give 
close attention to the Tung ‘Wah Hospital.

The most notdrlons hand of whist ever played 
is that known $a “the Duke of Cumberland's 
band.” It hesnever heen defititely settled how 
this hand came to be dealt, but such a peculiar 
combinatlon naturally suggests suspictons of 


‘| foul play. However, the fact rematos that the 


Doke, playing in the rooms at Bath, held {n his 
hands king, knave, otne, seven of trumps 
(clubs) ; ace, king of diamonds ; ace, king, queen, 
knave of hearts; and ace, king, queen of spades; 
and yet was unable te secure a single trick, 
and moreover, lost a bet of £20,000 upon the 
hand. This incredible result was achleved as 
follows:—The Duke, of course, led with a trump 
and found his partner vold Jn that suit.

Consldering the number of times that. we read 
of a dealer finding ‘himself with a hand counting 
thirteen tramps, {t seems difficu't to-credit that 
the odds sgalnst the occurrence of thls com- 
bination are 158,75 2.389.899 tor. Yet these eve 
the true odds, provided the cards xre properly 
shofil:d. In the mojority of the cases which 
occur the-odds are much leas, awing to Imperfect 
shuffling, especially when playing with a new 
‘pack of cards. 

One of the most painfol affairs which ever 
occurred connected with the game of whist was 
the De Roos trial, {n. which Lord de Roos (the 
preraler baron of England) was convicted of 
cheating at play. ‘Lord de Roos was a skilfol 
player, and increased hie legitimate chances of 
gala by almost invariably having an honour 
when it wes his deal by a well-known 
trick of-card-sbarpers called sauter Je 
coup. It was a well-known saying of Lord 
Hertford's :—" What would you do ff you sew a 
man cheating st cards?” "Bet upon him, to be 
sure." It ts to be feared that some of bis lord- 
ship's noble fslenda were accustomed to act upon 
this maxim, It was Inthe course of this trial’ 
that a distinguished whist player stated in 
evidence that his winnings at whist had aver- 
aged £1,500 a year for twenty years. ‘
